SJ tioned to pay her Debts, and raiſe Portions for her Daughters; Sir 
Charles Glenham dying ſoon after the ſaid Lady, and Mr. Thomas Corn- 
wal/zs not long after him, ſo that the whole Truſt devolved by their deaths to the Feot- 
fees in Truſt: But Sir Joh Torsborongh dying without any diſpoſal of the Lands, and 
Sir Thomas Glenham when he went beyond Seas reſigned his Truſt to the Earl of Cleave- 
land, (othat the whole Eſtate was velted in the ſaid Earl. And the faid Earl gave to his 
Siſter Fi23tt 500 L.per annum of the Lady Withypooles Land in Lincolne-ſhire to her Por- 
tion, as the Lady Finnitts Son now 1n London will juſtifie, and diſpoſed of the reſt of the 
Lands as he thought fit. But 1508/7. thereof remaining to the Daughters, and that by acci- 
dent too,upon an Atteachment in the hands of one Mr. Havers a Citizen of London. And 
the Money that aroſe by the ſaid Saile being converted to his own uſe , and his Eſtate 
being intangled with vaſt Debts , not in a ſhort time to be paid and diſcharged. Theſe 
Ladies upon paſling the firſt Bill, were perfwaded to accept of the ſmall Compoſition of 
6000 |. rather then loſe all : This they hoped would have been really paid them. But 
an Act of Parliament paſling the 1 2th. and 13th. years of His Majeſties Reigne ; for 
Selling the Lord Cleavelands Lands and paying his Debts :..his Lordſhip was willing a 
Clauſe ſhould be inſerted into the ſaid Act for the payincht Bi the ſa1d 6000 17. Where- 
by they oppoſed not the 'paſling . of the Bill; but being tendred to Mr. Crouch, then 
of the Committee, he was not willing it ſhould be inſerted without the conſent of the 
ſaid Earl; but upon his own motion tothe Earl, and intimation from the Ear}, that the 
Clanſe ſhould be inſerted in the ſaid Bill ( which as Mr. Crexch affirmed ) was accor- 
dingly done, and fo tranſmitted to the Lords, and never excepted againſt by their Lord- 
ſhips 3 But after the A& paſſed the Royal Aſlent, that Clauſe was omitted and left out ; 
but by what means none knew. Whereupon, the Kings Majeſty being petitioned, and 
the Clerke of the Parhament called in queſtion about leaving the aforeſaid Clauſe out, 
he made many excuſes about it, but could give no ſatisfation how it came to be left out : 
And the Lady Wentworth, notwithſtanding the ſaid AG, hath raiſed great ſums of Money 
out of the Eſtate, and proffered 20000 /. as a Portion with her Daughter, beſides the 
Lands after her own deceaſe, and not one penny of the aforeſaid 6000 /. paid. 
Afterwards, the 13th. of His Majeſties Reign, an Ac of Confirmation and Explana- 
rion of the former AC paſſed ; But by that Act, the ſaid ſum of 6000 /. is provided for, 
and in the Schedule of my Lords Debts mentioned to be paid.
